Glee Club 


The dream of Mr. John D. Donoghue came true this 
year with the establishment of a Music Department 
and a full time director for the Glee Club. After eight 
years of building the club to a quality never before 
attained by a Glee Club at Saint Michael’s, Mr. Don- 
oghue turned the club over to Mr. William Tortolano, 
Assistant Professor of Music, and has seen the club 
move on to even greater heights. 

This year, under the direction of Mr. Tortolano and 
the officers, George O’Connor, Jim Garofano, Ed Rich- 
ard, and Tom Walsh, the Glee Club has had the most 
successful season in its history. The high point of the 
season was the first international tour in the history 
of the club with a concert in Montreal. There, in a 
joint concert with Marianapolis College, the Glee Club 
gave its usual fine performance, receiving plaudits 
from both the audience and the critics. 

Other concerts this year took the club to Rutland, 
Vt., Green Mountain Jr. College, Poultney, Vt.; St. 
Joseph’s College, Hartford, Conn.; Rivier College, 
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Nashua, N. H.; and Marymount College, Tarrytown, 
N. Y. The club gave two concerts on campus this year, 
one a Christmas Concert and the other a joint concert 
with Marymount College on Parent’s Weekend. All of 
these concerts were unqualified successes. 

Besides the international tour, the Glee Club has 
many other innovations this year. One of these was 
the joint concert on Parent’s Weekend. It was the first 
time in its history that the Saint Michael’s College 
Glee Club has played host to a Women’s Glee Club 
on campus. 

Another innovation was a program composed of 
songs in four languages. To the usual repertoire of 
English and Latin songs, were added songs in German 
and in French, a task exemplifying the high musical 
and cultural capabilities of the members. 

A third innovation this year was the use of instru- 
ments in accompanying the Glee Club. At the Christ- 
mas Concert in Austin Hall, the audience was greatly 
impressed by the opening number, “Christus Vincit”

basically the same, namely sixty men who enjoy good 
music and are willing to put in three to four hours of 
work each week to be able to sing it as it should be 
sung.

A firm foundation having been prepared for them by 
John D. Donoghue, this year’s College Choir has ex- 
celled in every endeavor it has undertaken. With di- 
rector Professor William Tortolano, in his first year 
at St. Michael’s, the Choir has been able to reach the 
pinacle of their capabilities. Mr. Tortolano splendidly 
instilled in the Choir a deep level of balance, tonal 
quality, and significant dynamics resulting in a finer 
appreciation for the music they sing. 

This group underwent an organizational change dur- 
ing the past year. The election of officers was inaug- 
urated with the concept of helping the Choir in its 
goal of becoming a recognized campus organization. 
Under the fine leadership of President Paul Boucher, 
with the cooperation of his excellent group of officers: 
Chris Geanacopoulos, Vice-President; Al Rose, Sec- 
retary; and Frank Chamberland, Librarian, he has 
been able to assist Mr. Tortolano in all his endeavors. 
The success of the Choir this year, as in the past, has 
been due to the accompaniment by Jim Garofano, 
the College organist. 

The Choir, this year for the first time, was com- 
posed of three segments of the student body: the 
Scholastic Brothers of the Society of Saint Edmund, 
those members of the Society who are earning their 


B.A. degree in Philosophy in preparation for the Sa- 
cred Priesthood; the Juvenists, the first year Pre-Theo- 
logical students who have the intention of entering the 
Society; and a very capable contingent from the stu- 
dent body of the College. 

With a positive manner, Mr. Tortolano introduced 
to the Choir many difficult polyphonic and harmonic 
sacred works. The organization had the opportunity 
to display their accomplishments at the High Mass on 
President’s Day and the Feast of St. Michael. The re- 
sult of their hard work was evident in their perform- 
ance of a Special Mass on Parent’s Weekend. This pro- 
gram was very well received and culminated the ef- 
forts of the Choir for the past year. In addition to the 
Mass on Parent’s Weekend, the Choir has mastered 
the three voice Mass of Saint Francis of Assisi by 
R. K. Biggs and the two voice Missa Te Deum Lauda- 
mus by Perosi as well as many polyphonic motets. 

In the future the Choir plans to travel to various 
religious institutions and shrines throughout New Eng- 
land to perform at several Church ceremonies in the 
Spring of 1961. A Liturgical workshop was planned 
on campus in conjunction with the Vermont Chapter 
of the American Guild of Organists in which the Choir 
demonstrated a variety of vocal techniques.

The Scientific 


The St. Michael’s Scientific was inaugurated under 
the auspices of the Pre-Medical Society, the Chemistry 
Society, and the Mathematics Club. Upon publication, 
the Journal was universally praised by students and 
faculty alike. With such indicated interest, the editors 
this year decided to print their journal in a better for- 
mat including glossy cover. 

In the summer of 1960, the co-editors, Joseph 
Rowan and David Drew, approached their fellow sci- 
ence concentrators as well as those freshmen who 
planned to major in science upon arrival on campus. 
As a result, in September the editors received 20,000 
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words of manuscript which met with the approval of 
our faculty advisors, Mr. Di Lorenzo and Dr. Kellner. 
As the year went on, more copy was received includ- 
ing book reviews and an alumni report. 

Heeding the advice of the interested faculty, the 
editors decided to have but one large edition rather 
than the two smaller ones originally planned. There- 
fore, the press date was changed from November 5 
to March 4. This enabled distribution of the publica- 
tion before Easter vacation. Immediately a new copy 
seeking campaign for next years issues was initiated. 





Honors and Honoraries 
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Student Council 


The 1960-1961 Student Council under the leadership 
of Richard Hickey, began the year with a financial 
surplus which was inherited from the 59-60 Council. 
This was a boon to the Student Council Lecture Series 
which was reactivated this year. The Lecture Series, 
with the efforts of Chairman Joseph Rowan, was an 
outstanding success. Such notable speakers as Rev. 
Ademar DePauw O.F.M. of the United Nations and 
Jan Karski, former leader in the Polish underground, 
were received warmly by the student body. The high- 
light of the lecture series was the appearance of Wil- 
liam F. Buckley Jr. in February and Arthur Schles- 
inger Jr. in April. Both men spoke on “Foreign Policy 
in the Atomic Age” from opposing viewpoints. 

Under Council auspices the N.F.C.C.S. was revital- 
ized and again Joseph Rowan and his unbound ener- 
gies brought this organization up to the level of long 
established chapters in other Catholic colleges. The 
re-establishment of the N.F.C.C.S. at St. Michael’s 
realized one of the purposes of the Student Council. 
This is the fostering of initiative among undergrad- 
uates and helping to contribute to the development of 


Catholic lay leadership by providing an outlet for that 
leadership in campus activities. 

The Student Union Committee, under the direction 
of Steve Austin, accomplished much after Alliot Hall 
was opened in January. This committee dealt with 
such matters as ordering magazines for the lounge, 
placing a postal collection box in the lobby and in 
general, establishing precedent in the new building. 

The Policy Committee, which is another innovation 
this year, proved invaluable and through this Council 
organization, ideas and suggestions from the student 
body were brought before the floor during the weekly 
Council meetings. 

The Student Directory, which was initiated as a 
pilot project by the Council under Sophomore repre- 
sentative Dick Santora, proved to be such a success 
that the Council moved to publish a permanent di- 
rectory in the following years. 

The Student Council, through the various commit- 
tees and representatives, assured more enthusiasm by 
placing all co-curricular activities more directly in the 
hands of the student body.

Who’s Who Among Students in American Universities 
and Colleges was conceived twenty-three years ago 
with the idea of creating one national basis of recog- 
nition for college students that would be democratic 
and devoid of dues, initiation fees or other cost to the 
student. Recognition by this organization means that 
the student was, first, officially recommended by the 
university or college he attends and, then, accepted 
by the organization itself. The criteria used in making 
selections in academic scholarship; participation and 
leadership in academic and extracurricular activities;

Delta Epsilon Sigma 


The Scholastic year 1960-61 sees seventeen seniors, 
two juniors and three honorary members accepted 
into the Alpha Nu Chapter of the Delta Epsilon 
Sigma National Scholastic Honor Society, the first 
such society on campus. 

Delta Epsilon Sigma is fostered at St. Michael’s to 
elevate the general tone of the campus and to encour- 
age studying and graduate work. It recognizes aca- 
demic accomplishments and provides an intellectual 
meeting ground for its members. Here they are able 
to meet with their professors on an informal basis and 
discuss scholarly activities. Those applying for mem- 
bership, therefore, must not only have a good moral 
character but also a minimum average of 85, a rec- 
ord of outstanding scholastic achievement and be at 
least a “cum laude” graduate.

ever to hold that position.

Alpha Epsilon Delta 


On October 8, 1960 the National Premedical Honor 
Society, Alpha Epsilon Delta, installed a new chapter 
at St. Michael’s College. This is the first Wermont 
chapter and therefore is designated as Vermont Alpha. 

Alpha Epsilon Delta, a national honor society for 
premedical students, was founded at the University of 
Alabama on April 28, 1926. There are over 19,000 
members in 76 active chapters at colleges and Univer- 
sities throughout the United States. It is an affiliated 
society of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the American Council on Education, 
and a member of the Association of College Honor 
Societies. 

The object of the society is.to encourage excellence 
in premedical scholarship, to stimulate an appreciation 
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of the importance of premedical education in the study 
of medicine, to promote co-operation and contacts 
between medical and premedical students and educa- 
tors in developing an adequate program of premed- 
ical education, and to bind together similarly inter- 
ested students. 

The motto of the Society is incorporated in the 
name: Alpha Epsilon Delta—Truth I Pursue. 

Membership in Alpha Epsilon Delta is a recogni- 
tion of superior scholastic achievement of a student 
and it affords him an opportunity to develop a well- 
rounded personality and qualities of initiative, leader- 
ship and self-education by participating in the activ- 
ities of his chapter and the Society. 


Phi Eta Sigma 


The Phi Eta Sigma Fraternity was founded in 1923 at 
the University of Illinois, to promote a higher standard 
of learning and to encourage high scholastic attain- 
ment among freshmen in institutions of higher learn- 
ing. This fraternity has national recognition as one of 
a very limited number of purely scholastic honor soci- 
eties, as distinguished from a large number of honorary 
and recognition societies. A general average of 90 per 
cent, acquired during the Freshmen year, with no 
grade below a “B,” is a basic criteria for membership. 


The society has a chapter at only one other Catholic 
institution, The Catholic University of America. 

Three years ago, St. Michael’s College began for- 
mal petitioning for a chapter. Approval was granted 
this fall from the national headquarters in Auburn, 
Alabama. The installation and banquet was held on 
Jan. 5, 1961. Dean James E. Foy, Grand Secretary 
of Phi Eta Sigma, was present for the induction cer- 
emonies. Dr. Henry G. Fairbanks was the guest 
speaker.

The Chemistry Society working in conjunction with 
the Pre Medical Society and the Mathematics Club 
sponsors the “Saint Michael’s Scientific,” a campus 
publication in which the students write, review and 
publish current articles on science.

This is an annual event in which high school 
students visit the Physics, Chemistry and Biology De- 
partments at Saint Michael’s to view experiments, 
equipment and techniques in the various fields of 
science.

Politics Club 


The Politics Club has as its primary purpose to raise 
the level of understanding of politics and the level of 
participation in politics.

This year has been especially fruitful for us due to 
the occurrence of the National Presidential Elections.

This 
year, however the members of the Club went to our 
own National Capital at Washington, D. C. 

Considering our varied activities, we of the Club 
feel that the purposes and aims of the Politics Club 
have been dynamically fulfilled. 


Education Club 


The purpose of the Education Club of St. Michael’s 
College is the furtherance of educational aims and 
principles. The student benefits by receiving a better 
understanding of the field of his choice—receiving it 
first hand, and not out of a text book. 

It was decided in the academic year 1960-61, to do 
this by adopting a theme for the work. Our first se- 
mester, “Working in the Field,” was chosen. It was 
accomplished for the most part, by bringing in prom- 
inent speakers from the area, and having them explain 
their job, how they liked it, their ideas for improve- 
ments, and their all-round views of education.

Education is not 
limited to teaching on the various levels, it also in- 
cludes the administrative aspect of this field. In the 
second half of the semester answers were sought for 
the question of —‘‘What else is there for me in edu- 
cation besides teaching?” This question was answered 
by the use of speakers, who gave to the club an inside 
look at the educational plant of a state, requirements 
for certification, special services, and the legislative 
aspects of education. 

This was supplemented by various conventions, and 
meetings of an educational nature around the state. 
The Club also supplied a medium for people to be 
inducted into Kappa Phi Kappa.

The National Federation of Catholic College stu- 
dents, a prominent New England Student organ- 
ization, was reinstituted at St. Michael’s College 
after an absence of several years.

WSSE in 1960-1961 was relocated in its new studios 
in Mike Town, thanks to the administration, and 
the untiring efforts of Fr. Coombs and Bill Mazur. 
The cohesiveness of an energetic and diversified group 
of participants resulted in “Counterpoint,” a series of 
programs originating from England, France and the 
Netherlands. A record collection, increased by one 
hundred and thirty new classical albums, attributed to 
better programs of a college nature. 

Since last year, we have been co-operating with 
WRUV, the radio station at the University of Vermont, 
in programming live newscasts on a network basis. 
This network comprised an exchange of programs 
which extended WSSE’s air time to 13 hours a day. 

Technical advances went along with the new stu- 
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dios: a rebuilt console, new underground wiring sys- 
tem, amplifying equipment and a fully equipped 
workshop. 

WSSE co-operated with the Brazilian students this 
year by presenting “Brazilias in a Snow Campus” 
which proved to be enjoyable to both organizers and 
listeners alike. 

Our future looks bright with the increasing facil- 
ties, personal interest and the hope of achieving greater 
benefits for the members of the organization. 

Carmine Pizza, station manager, a four year mem- 
ber of WSSE, directed the programming and was re- 
sponsible for many of the innovations realized during 
the past year. 


MARS 


The Military Affiliate Radio System of the U. S. Air 
Force is composed of thousands of units scattered 
throughout the world. MARS handles messages be- 
tween servicemen and their families during normal 
periods, but is designed primarily to function during 
emergencies when it supplements the land commun- 
ications of the Air Force. 

Air Force MARS Station AGILJW was established 
on this campus in the fall of 1959 and has been par- 
ticipating in the MARS program ever since. The sta- 
tion also is licensed as an Amateur Radio Station and 
has been active on the Amateur Radio frequencies 
using the call letters KILJW 

Membership in the Station is open to all students. 
A complete training course leading to Amateur Radio 
License has been established with the aid of the For- 


eign Language Laboratory. The classes have been 
attended by interested persons throughout the Bur- 
lington area. 

The station has four transmitters with a total out- 
put of 1,400 watts of efficient power. One of the new- 
est additions to the station is a complete Single Side- 
band station, which is the latest development in field 
of radio communications. Since the addition of this 
equipment the station has been in communication with 
such places as Alaska, Greenland, France, Australia 
and Nicaragua. In the near future the station will acti- 
vate a teletype unit as well as very high frequency 
equipment. Preparations are now being made to par- 
ticipate in Project OSCAR of the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration which deals with Aero- 
space Communications.

St. Michael’s domination of the N.C.A.A. Northeast 
small college basketball championship came to an 
abrupt halt during the ’60-’61 season as the experience 
shy Knights posted a disappointing 11-12 slate. 

Injury-ridden for most of the season, St. Michael’s 
settled for a tie in the state race with a 65-61 win over 
Norwich after consoling themselves with a 72-65 upset 
victory over a powerful St. Anselm’s team. 

Gone at the beginning of the season were three 
starters including the leading scorer on the previous 
year’s team. Head Coach George “Doc” Jacobs worked 
with returning starters Charlie Hart and Al Baldini 
along with experienced Jim Fitzgerald and a crew of 
untested but willing sophomores to form the nucleus of 
the Knights. 

The results were sometimes disappointing, such as 
the losses to Vermont and Norwich. They were some- 
times envigorating, such as the St. Anselm’s win and a 
four point loss to powerful Providence College. But 
summing up: the Knights were an unpredictable lot. 

The Michaelman faced a tough 23 game schedule 
including holiday appearances in the Quantico Marine 
and New York Athletic Club Tourneys. After appar- 
ently establishing themselves among New England’s 
small college elite by scoring an opening game win 
over Adelphi and upsetting Dartmouth, 78-71, inju- 


ries felled the Knights in warm Virginia and the ghosts 
lingered to haunt Coach Jacobs for the remainder of 
the season. Flashy Fred Cerrato and Al Baldini were 
a stellar backcourt in the first two outings but played 





together a mere five times after that due to injuries. 

At Quantico, the Jacobs’ quintet was soundly beaten 
in the first round by a strong Jacksonville team and 
beaten in the second game by a virtually unknown 
Philadelphia Textile Institute but defeated Atlantic 
Christian in the final game to place seventh in the 
tourney. At New York the Knights were supreme 
against a taller Belmont Abbey quintet only to lose, 
64-60, in the closing minutes. They won consolation 
honors with a victory over Muhlenberg. 

Guard Hayes Stagner left with a broken wrist at 
New York as Al Baldini had barely returned after 
spraining an ankle in the Quantico classic. Baldini 
emerged as the team’s leading scorer with a 12.5 ppg. 
average although he appeared in only 17 games and 
in two just briefly. Individually, his 21 point effort 
against Adelphi was the best of the year. 

Following tourney play, the Knights had trouble put- 
ting two successive victories together. They bobbed like 
a cork as they were set back by Colby, Providence, 
Norwich, and St. Lawrence while in between, they 
beat Middlebury, A.I.C. and Vermont. 

Chances for a bid to the N.C.A.A. tourney vanished 
in three games as back to back decisions were dropped 
to Assumption, Vermont and LeMoyne. Although 
against LeMoyne, the Knights erased a 16 point lead 
and lost, 87-83, in overtime. 

The Knights actuated some of their vast store of 
potential in the final six games as Big Jim Fitzgerald 
led a rebounding attack with Walt Baumann and av- 
eraged 17 ppg as St. Michael’s won four of its remain- 
ing six.

During 1961 the only Catholic college four event ski 
team in the United States moved into its most im- 
pressive season since its establishment at St. Michael’s 
College. 

A new program of pre-season practice sessions un- 
der the direction of Coach Joe Powers led to the 
formation of a well balanced team. 

Due to the lack of a suitable amount of snow the 
Knight skiers only entered two college meets, the Colby 
College Carnival and the Eastern Intercollegiate Ski 
Association Intermediate Meet which was hosted by 
St. Michael’s for the third straight year. 

In the Colby Carnival Meet, held jointly at the 
Sugarloaf and Farmington Ski areas, the Michaelmen 
placed first among the class “B” teams in the event. 
Captain Pete Culhane and Bob Rice led the Nordic 
forces while Dave Friel paced the Alpine team. 

February 4-5 saw the Knights compete in the eight 
team Eastern Intercollegiate Ski Association Interme- 
diate Trials.

Brian 
Tarleton not only viewed his first soccer match but 
handled the goal tending chores superbly. 

In the remaining two matches the kinks were ironed 
out and the greenness disappeared to give the Michael- 
men booters decisions over Lyndon State Teachers 
College, 3-2 and Norwich University, 4-2. 

All three matches were played on the road and all 
spectators including Athletic Boss “Doc” Jacobs were 
convinced that soccer could stick at St. Michael’s. 

Shortly after the season was completed the Athletic 
Department announced that soccer had become per- 
manent on the hilltop and a six game schedule includ- 
ing home and away games with Middlebury, Lyndon 
and Norwich would be played in ’61.

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Baseball 


As in the two previous years, luck was not with the St. 
Michael’s College baseball squad. Coach Ed Markey’s 
nine finished the ten game slate with a disappointing 
3-6-1 mark. 

With eight veterans returning from a team that posted 
a 3-6 mark in 1960, Coach Markey looked to a band of 
promising sophomores to round out the squad; but poor 
hitting, inexperience and defensive lapses proved to be 
the margin of defeat. 

The Knights with the help of a heavy shower survived 
the nemesis which usually leaves them with two defeats 
by their arch rival University of Vermont. In the first 
tilt junior Tom Lapine set the Cats down for five innings. 
Neither team could manage a run for seven innings 
and rain halted play so the game was recorded as a 
scoreless tie. In the second tilt UVM prevailed, 6-3. 

In state play the Knights posted a 1-4-1 mark, the 
lone victory coming on a 5-4 decision over Middlebury 
in the first game of the spring. Norwich turned the 
Knights back twice. The Markeymen came close in the 
second, losing 3-2, as Fran Kasheta limited the Knights 
to two hits. 

Dave Carmody’s lethal bat drove across five runs with 
three hits to help trounce Lowell Tech 10-5. During the 
New York trip the Knights were victimized by Clark- 


son and St. Lawrence, 12-11 and 8-3 respectively. 

John Whitcomb, “the best catcher I have ever 
coached at St. Michael’s,” according to Mentor Markey, 
led the regular stickers with a .306 mark. Sophs Mike 
Sweeny and Jim Pawloski bettered his mark while see- 
ing only limited play. Sweeny, a shortstop, hit .500 until 
being felled by an injury in the third game. Pawlowski 
hit .444 in limited right field action near the end of the 
campaign.

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The First Annual May Day at St. Michael’s became a 
source of inspiration and spiritual satisfaction for the 
throng of over 2000 people assembled for the devotion. 

Conceived and executed by a small committee from 
the Senior Class, May Day was sculptured on the pat- 
tern of Albany’s now colossal demonstration of over 
100,000 participants. 

At first, correspondence was carried on with the 
College of St. Rose, originator of the Albany rally. 
Tentative plans were taken to the Very Reverend 
Gerald E. Dupont, S.S.E., President of the College, out- 
lining the course of action. The idea met very much with 
Father Dupont’s approval, offering the full-support of 
the College, and arranging an audience between the 
Committee’s representatives and His Excellency Robert 
F. Joyce, Bishop of Burlington. 

The Parish Organization sub-division of the Com- 
mittee began by introducing the idea to the various pas- 
tors of the immediate Burlington parishes. A favorable 
reaction was received. Father Geoffrey I. Keating, 
Spiritual Director of the College, displayed his interest 
by offering assistance in the capacity of moderator of 
May Day. 





Chairman Gerald M. Dupree swung the other four 
divisions of the Committee into action in their separate 
capacities: Publicity, Demonstration, School Organi- 
zations, and Secretarial. 

May First, a Monday evening, arrived with omens of 
rain, but people came in great numbers. Buses, cars, 
bicycles brought many, while some even came on foot. 
Members of the Crown and Sword Society ushered them 
to their pre-set places in the order of procession. 

A long winding line headed by the cross-bearer and 
acolytes, priests and religious included St. Michael’s, 
Trinity College, DeGoesbriand Nursing School, and the 
parishes, assembled in that order. The parishes, largely 
consistent of children accompanied by adults, partici- 
pated enthusiastically and devotedly. Particular of these 
was St. Francis parish in Winooski, aptly represented 
by the grammar school, grouped in classes by the good 
sisters, and totaling about 500 children. The St. Joseph’s 
Orphanage of Burlington came in two busloads, cour- 
tesy of the Transit Company. Transportation was pro- 
vided those without the means by individual students 
with cars. 

The procession made its way to a location on the 
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lawn adjoining Alliot Hall and before an altar erected 
upon its steps, the congregation silenced to hear the 
opening note by Father Dupont who expressed the deep- 
founded intentions of our May Day in its Prayer for 
Peace. The Holy Rosary in honor of Our Blessed Lady 
followed in mass-recitation as each decade was pro- 
nounced by a representative of the assembly. 

The Blessed Sacrament, transported in a car from the 


Chapel and escorted by the Class officers and represent- 
atives, approached the altar scene at the conclusion of 
the Rosary. Solemn Benediction offered a serene and 
fitting ending as the participants knelt in private solicita- 
tion and the choir closed with its hymns. 

May Day, a gift from the Senior Class, will be long- 
remembered and perpetuated as St. Michael’s Prayer 
for Peace.
